This forenoon Mr. Solon Koyal called

Kentucky," "Walbrouk," "John Ander- 
son," "Low Dewn in Old Virginr, Long 
Time Ago," and other airs familiar to the 
older people whose memories run back 
to the Tippeoanoe campaign. The father 
of Mr. Eoyal, Mr. A. 8. Boyal, is a native 
of Maine, and now resides at Belvidere, 
111. He is past 70 years of age, and will 
vote tor Young Tippecanoe. Many of 
the songs will be used during the cam- 
paign now open. Tho outlook for the 
Democrats is anything but encouraging.

He was asked U he had any- 
thing to say before being swung off, and he re- 
plied that he would sing a hymn and pray. He 
sang a familiar song, but I do not now remem- 
ber the words-that is, he sang the first verse, 
and nearly the entire crowd Joined In tho cao- 
rus, as they did on succeeding verses. It was a 
most ludicrous religious service-even amusing. 


When he had praved I said to the crowd- 


there were perhaps iMtoWO of them, though 
only a portion of them wore masks-"Now boys, 
don't you think you have gone far enough? 
Take the man back to the jail and you can rest 
assured the officers will do their duty in punish- 
ing him." 
For half a minute all was silent when some 


one cried out: "D—n him, bang him quick." 
He was seconded by a large majority of those 
present, and the colored man was drawn up and 
strangled a bit, then let down and asked about 
his abuse of the poor German girl. He said 
"I'll tell you, boys, just how It was. I ain t 
guilty, but I did take tho sirl out to Have some 
fun"-herc he admitted all that his executioners 
desired to hear and he was jerked up without 
further ceremony. 


Alterlhanging about fifteen minutes "the doc- 


tor" was called for. A tall man wearing a mask 
stepped forward and examined tho victim. He 
reported In a loud, deep voice that tho pulse was 
still beating. 
After hanging twenty-live mluutcs the doc- 


tor" examined the suspended form again and 
said: "Hols dead." 


"Now let us give him a salute," said some one 


in the crowd, and a number of revolvers glis- 
tened in the moonlight. "No," said one," "don t 
shoot; there are too many about here and you 
might kill somebody." Tho salute was omitted 
and tho crowd began to disperse. "Tluco cheers 
for ShelbyviUo and Efflngham" weie proposed 
and given.

Bow Demented Pupils Are Trained la * 


Mow fork Initiation. 


Not the least interesting among the 


various institutions under charge o 
tho Commissioners of Charities one 
Correction is tha idiot school 09 Ban 
doll's Island. Miss Mary C Dunphy, 
a highly educated woman, is the prln 
cipal. The institution also has a ma 
tron, who has several assistants, who 
look after tho. personal' habits of thi 
Idiots under their charge. .Most o 
tho idiots in the school are boys.. 


During the quarter ending at thi 


close of last month eleven idiots worb 
admitted and seven wore discharged in 
such improved condition that the! 
parents and friends could care.for 
thorn. There remained in the schoo 
293 children. 
During tho quarte1 


they made 53 door-mats, 68 dresses, 64 
shoots, 27 toilet bags and worked 423 
buttonholes. Miss Dunphy - says tha 
a greater amount of Dewing has been 
accomplished during tha last three 
months than any previous quartet 
owing to tho tact that tho teacher 
have each had a sowing-class in the 
afternoon in addition to tho usua 
sewing-classes. 
Tho children 
hav< 


made very satisfactory progress in th< 
kindergarten exercises, wluch arc i 
new feature, having only boon intro- 
duced a couple of months ago. 


The school is dividoil into twc 


classes. Tho first can distinguish al 
tho primary and secondary colors, 
also the first and second classes o 
form, and have woven tho first tw 
sets of mats vory neatly. They hav 
made numerous fancy articles also. 
Tho second class is composed of In 
youngest and less advanced portion o 
tho scholars. 
Thoy have advance^ 


fairly well, too. Both classes hav 
learned a number of songs and calls 
thonio motions. 
An advantageou 


chango recently made was the placlni 
of tho epileptics in a play-room ad 
Joining thoir 
sleeping 
apartment, 


thereby keeping them separated 
much as possible from tho other chil 
dren. 


Each of tho more advanced girls has 


been given a brush and comb, fo 
which she has made a tollot bag, an 
which, with a separate towel, is at 
tachcd to tho hoad of her bod. Th 
children arc taught by tho nurses how 
to fold and put away thoir clothinj 
properly In tho closets recently orectci 
for their especial use. In the two sta 
tionary washtubs recently placed in 
small room on tho ground floor th 
girls arc taught how to wash thoi 
drosses and aprons. Mrs. Stodden, th 
school attendant, exercises chlld.ro] 
who do not como with the school b; 
marching them one way and anothci 
thereby keeping thorn occupied durin 
tlio school hours and not permlttin 
them to sit idly in the play-rooms 
which causes them to fall into mis 
chiovous habits. 
She also instruct 


tho children in household duties, sue 
as washing, cleaning windows, etc 
The children, though tho facial ox 
prossions of some of thorn are sad t 
look at, are cleanly kept and seen 
happy enough.—N. Y. Commercial Bul- 
letin.
